Let Us Have Patience...' 
James D. Dotsch of Garden is among those of the Big 
Bay School District responding to the Daily Press invita­ 
tion to comment on the school closing. Dotsch, community 
leader, former legislator, and keenly interested in the Dis­ 
trict and its people, replied to Mrs. La Butte, the Daily Press’ 
correspondent; 
“We are faced with a situation in the Big Bay de Noc 
School district that is causing a great deal of discussion and 
is rapidly leading to personality clashes that are serving no 
good purpose and will only lead to bad feelings that heal 
very slowly in small communities. 
“We have elected a school board that I* made up of 
representative citizens of our four townships who have a 
four-fold responsibility; to the children, to the parents, to 
the teachers and the public. Costs cannot be ignored, and 
each must be analyzed and a balance found. But the wel­ 
fare of the children must be considered first. 
“My personal feeling is that our school board and ad­ 
ministration are doing eveiything they can to build a good 
school program and should have the final say on wages, 
salary, schedules, and standards of teacher performance. 
They cannot afford to tum the area purse-strings over to 
any individual group. 
“The citizens of this area believe in, and have shown 
their willingness to finance a good school system by re­ 
cently approving a bond issue to build a new school. How­ 
ever, I do not believe that they are ready to increase mill­ 
age at this time to increase salaries. 
“More money for teachers does not necessarily mean a 
better education for our children for we will still have the 
same personnel who have been doing the job continue to 
do the same job. A better education also demands more 
money for a better library, for a better laboratory and other 
teaching m aterials to make classes more productive and 
interesting. 
“If teacher’s salaries are increased, pay increases should 
be given to the janitors, bus drivers, cooks, helpers and other 
scilooI employes, for surely they are entitled to the good 
things of life as much as other public employes. 
“My advice, for wrhat it is worth, is for the teachers to 
call off their strike and to go back to work and continue 
meeting with the school board until a reasonable under­ 
standing is arrived at. We have all been critical of the ac­ 
tivities of our young people of today who demonstrate to 
enable them to attain what they think they are deserving of. 
W hat can we expect of them if we condone striking by pub­ 
lic employes wdio should be showing a splendid example to 
the youth of the area? 
“The legislature is now’ considering several bills, intro­ 
duced at the suggestion of the Governor, that will give aid 
to the poorer districts of the state. Without a doubt some of 
these W’ill be passed and more money for salaries and equip­ 
ment will be available to poor districts like ours.

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Prison Reform 


President Richard Nixon has directed At­ 
torney Gen. John N. Mitchell to draft a 10-year 
program for reform of the federal prison system. 
The president told Mitchell that the “Amer­ 
ican system for correcting an d rehabilitating 
criminals presents a convincing case of failure.” 
He took special note that “at least 40 per cent 
of all offenders released from custody eventually 
return to prison.” 
Nixon’s directive came after the Joint Com­ 
mission on Correctional Manpower and Training 
said in a report that the nation’s rising crime 
rate would not be checked until sweeping re­ 
forms were m a d e in the prison system. The 
commission recommended $25 million a year to 
finance improvements. 


Anyone who has taken even a cursory look 
at the American penal system should be con­ 
vinced that there is plenty of room for reform. 
The system varies greatly from state to state, 
but in all states improvements could be made if 
the public was willing to pay for them. 
But it is one thing to advocate reforms for 
humanitarian reasons and another to advance 
them as a means of curbing the rising crime late 
which the Joint Commission has done. 
To assert, as the commission does in its re* 
port, that the rising crime rate will not be 
checked until prison reforms are carried out 
ignores the conditions that send persons to prison 
in the first place. The emphasis should be at the 
beginning of the criminal cycle, which is the en­ 
vironment and social circumstances which pro­ 
duce criminals, and not at the end, which is the 
prisons where convicted felons are sent for “re­ 
habilitation.” 
The commission’s contention that the ris­ 
ing crime rate is directly linked to prison re­ 
forms overlooks the fact that most criminal acts 
today are committed by younger people, many 
of whom have never been in prison. It disregards 
the fact that only a small percentage of the total 
criminal population is in prison. It takes no cog­ 
nizance of white collar crime or of organized 
crime of the Mafia variety whose practicioners 
evade prosecution. 


A strong case can be made for reforming the 
prison system — federal and state — and for 
making a stronger effort to turn convicted crim­ 
inals into some sort of self-supporting citizen 
when released. It might even reduce the high 
rate of recidivism the president mentioned. 
But let’s not pretend that prison reform is 
the dominant factor in the rising crime rate and 
t h a t it vill not be checked unless sweeping 
changes are made in the penal system. 
In truth, the biggest factor in cutting the 
crime rate is removal of the causes of crime. For 
a released convict, this might mean a better 
opportunity for employment and a “fresh” out­ 
look on life, but for the “first timers” there are 
plenty of other areas to look at. They include 
slum dwelling, chronic unemployment (due in 
many situations, certainly, to lack of education 
and discrimination) and drugs. 
There is also a need for more and better 
trained police officers, effective programs and 
facilities for working with juvenile offenders. 
Strong probationary programs at the lower court 
levels to “rehabilitate” those youthful offend­ 
ers before they find themselves faced with a 
prison term. 
When these conditions are changed, the 
crime rate will decline. 


THE BREAK? 


Unemployment Pattern 


While the 
Nixon 
administration tries, 
through the Philiadelphia Plan, to force big city 
contractors to hire a certain percentage of Ne­ 
groes, it fails to attack the problem of minority 
unemployment at its source — the minimum 
wage law. 
The latest statistics from the Department 
of Labor confirm again the fact that minimum 
wage laws increase unemployment among Ne­ 
groes who usually are the least skilled and there­ 
fore the least valuable employes and the most 
expendable. 
As the minimum wage goes up the employer 
finds he must pare his work force of the least 
efficient, usually the young people and most of­ 
ten young Negroes. 
Within the last decade, every increase in 
the minimum wage has resulted in an increase 
in unemployment among Negroes and the young, 
yet many who claim compassion for the poor 
continue to urge an increase from the present 
$1.60 an hour to $2 or $2.50 an hour. It is claim­ 
ed that this will result in a higher standard of 
living. 
Perhaps so for the relative few who get a 
pay boost as a consequence, but not for the rela­ 
tive many who lose or cannot get jobs because 
their labor is no longer worth its costs. 
Instead of trying to force employers to pay 
higher wages and hire Negroes, it makes more 
sense in a free society for the administration to 
make it possible for employers to employ freely 
more and cheaper workers who can then get 
experience 
and trailing necessary for higher 
paying and better jobs.

Sense Of Humor In War

the 29th Infantry Division.)

Americans never seek to lose 
their sense 
of humor, 
even 
when they’re all but staring 
down the barrels of enemy 
guns. 
One of the best examples of 
this came during 
changing of 
guards one night in Company 
F territory along the German- 
Holland border while the 29th 
Division’s 116th Infantry Regi­ 
ment was attached to the 30th 
Division during the assault on 
the famed and supposedly im­ 
pregnable Siegfried Line. 
Our outfit had 
beer, 
under 
sporadic attack from German 
mortars during the days Our 
company commander repeated­ 
ly had to yell warnings to his 
men against “bunching up”—a 
move which invariable brought 
several rounds of mortar shells 
into the area 
I remember well his admon­ 
ition of “Who the hell do you 
think they’re shooting at?” 
Nights Not Bad 
Nights weren’t quite as bad, 
although one aerial 
bombing 
and several shellings kept us 
awake on occasion. 
But on the night in question, 
things were rather quiet. I was 
awake, being responsible, along 
with three other platoon run­ 
ners. 
for 
notifying 
battalion 
headquarters of our situation. I 
had just finished one such call 
when 
two 
members 
of 
tho 
company came along to relieve 
two men who had been stand­ 
ing guard for an hour. 
They began talking and, as 
so often happened, soon were 
telling jokes, each one getting 
a good laugh. Obviously, 
the 
noise was bound 
to 
awaken 
other soldiers in nearby fox­ 
holes, and soon sour whispers 
of “Quiet,” “Shut up” and “The 


captain will have your necks in 
the morning” were heard. 
The captain, however, wasn’t 
too sound a sleeper, and even­ 
tually he put in an appearance. 
New Words Used 
Never, not even back at bas­ 
ic 
training camp where ser­ 
geants seem to delight in find­ 
ing new words to use on re­ 
cruits, have I ever heard any­ 
one “chewed 
out” 
the 
way 
those guards got it that night. 
In as choice a language as one 
can imagine, but without rais­ 
ing his 
voice, 
he 
questioned 
their fitness to wear the Amer­ 
ican 
uniform, 
telling 
them 
again and again 
where 
they 
were and how they were jeo­ 
pardizing the safety of the en­ 
tire company. He threatened to 
put them on permanent guard 
duty and 
promised a court­ 
martial if they ever 
repeated 
that performance. 
The rest of the 
night 
wa* 
very quiet. 
There were other 
incidents 
which kept us from getting too 
bored while we were on defen­ 
sive duty not far from the Al­ 
lied attack 
on 
the 
Siegfried 
Line. Off in the distance we 
could see an occasional 
tank 
aflame as German gunners hit 
their target. 
Harvest Cabbages 
One day a farmer and his 
two sons came along and w ant­ 


ed to gather a 
few 
cabbages 
from the field where we were 
dug in. The first 
inclination 
was to chase them away, but 
then some of us pitched in and 
not only helped them 
harvest 
part of their crop but gave 
them 
cigarettes, 
candy 
bens 
and rations to take with them. 
Nearly all of us made trips 
to a field a mile away to bring 
back hay to make our foxholes 
warmer and just a bit more 
comfortable. We had no way 
of knowing whether we were 
in enemy territory or not. 
On the night of the aerial 
bombing, I was sent out by the 
captain to check on casualties. 
I learned one man was wound­ 
ed and had been taken away 
by the medics. But it took me 
more than half an hour to re­ 
port 
back 
as 
I 
wandered 
around in pitch black darkness. 
Then came the day when we 
were ordered to 
attack 
and 
hiked for two hours to the 
jumping-off point. 
The 116th 
Infantry was to move out and 
try to close the so-called Aach­ 
en gap through which German 
forces were 
escaping 
by the 
thousands. 
The regiment was to go into 
action the following morning, 
but by one of those strokes of 
good 
fortune 
I 
wasn’t 
with 
them. And it saved my life.

In one day this week 
it dropped 60 cents an ounce to 
a price of $35.50, continuing a 
downtrend from a high of $43 in 
March of this year.

Only that the price of thas 
rare metal Is to some extent a 
measure of man’s greed. It has 
been so for centuries. 
Greed for gold drove the Ro­ 
mans over millions of square 
miles from Britain to Asia. It 
motivated many of the great ex­ 
plorers. It provoked some of 
man’s 
greatest 
atrocities. 
It 
helped to settle America. 
Dollar Threatened 
Just a few years ago the de­ 
sire for gold threatened to over­ 
throw the JJT.S. dollar and, in 
fact, forced this country to back 
down some on its promise to re­ 
deem every dollar bill in gold if 
asked to do so. 
As recently as last November 
financial 
experts, 
pandering 
which candidate to vote far, 
read highly involved research 
papers on “The Gold Position af 
the Major Candidates." 
Just a little more than a year 
ago a research fellow published 
a highly regarded paoer called 
“Making Peace with Gold.” And 
in a m atter of weeks from now 
the financial community will re­ 
ceive the annual gold report by 
the First National City Bank. 
Valuable Metal 
There must be something to 
it. There is. At least two things; 
—Gold is the backing for cur­ 
rency 
used 
in 
intemaitaonal 
trade, primarily because its r»r* 
ity gives stability to values and 
its almost total ability to with­ 
stand corrosion give* its penna-, 
XMQCjr. 


—Gold 4s a valuable metal 
used 
in 
jewelry, 
cancer 
re­ 
search, ©aith satellites, dental 
fillings, complex electronic ma­ 
chinery 
and—well, 
you 
can 
name hundreds of products and 
uses. 
Two years ago the world’s 
governments had to fight with 
private users to get control of 
available supplies. Capitalizing 
on the demand, and causing the 
shortage too, speculators bought 
up as much of the metal as they 
could. 
$70 An Ounce Eyed 
This was serious to the dollar, 
because the United States guar­ 
anteed to redeem dollars for 
gold at the rate of $35 an ounce. 
Figuring that the United States 
might run short of gold, the spe­ 
culators hoped to see the met­ 
al’s price raised to $70 an ounce. 
Both 
individuals 
and 
some 
governments hoarded gofld on 
this prospect, 
and 
the price 
moved up to more than $40 an 
ounce. Theoretically, it was pos­ 
sible to buy gold from the Unit­ 
ed States at $35 and sell it at $40 
an ounce. 
This disparity threatened the 
stability of the dollar. And since 
a stable dollar was necessary to 
world trade, and in fact to the 
soundness of other currencies, 
♦he world’s bankers decided to 
cut off the speculator’s market. 
Two*Tier System 
They established * two-tier 
•ystem, 
meaning 
they 
would 
pay debts between nations in 
gold, valued at $35 an ounce, but 
wouldn’t sell any more of their 
dwindling supply to speculators. 
What 
gold 
they 
possessed, 
these nations said, would be cir­ 
culated among themselves, re­ 
gardless of what the speculators 
did. The free m arket price now 
would be determined by supply 


and demand—not on the poten­ 
tial crisis in the world’s mone­ 
tary system. 
This left the speculators hold­ 
ing the bag. Terns of millions of 
dollars in gold that was hoarded 
on the prospects of making a 
killing is now dropping in value 
and may continue to do so.

AP Newsfeatures Writer 
Q.—We are getting ready to 
buy a house, but we are com­ 
pletely confused by all the 
terms being flung at us from 
every direction—ranch, raised 
ranch, split level, two-story,

Can you straighten out for 
us 
exactly

standpoint? Of course, we have 
a general knowledge of what 
they mean, but we seem to run

when we ask about them. 
A.—You aren’t the only ones 
confused. So are a lot of per­ 
sons in the real estate business, 
since this is an era when many 
different types and styles of 
houses are mixed, 
with the 
result that hybrids outnumber 
the 
authentics. 
Thus, 
we’ll 
give you general definitions. A 
ranch is a one-story house with 
all the rooms on the ground 
floor and spread out. It may 
or may not have a basement. 


A raised ranch has the main 
floor a little above the ground 
level, the basement higher than 
usual. 
A split level usually 
has three floors, but may have 
four. 
The bedroom level is 
usually the highest, the garage 
and recreation area the lowest. 
A two-story has the second 
floor directly above the first, 
but there are variations of this.

This may give testimony on 
why Sullivan remains the re­ 
doubtable. unquestioned daddy 
of them all in the television va­ 
riety field. 
After 21 years, he is still going 
after the top acts—and getting 
them. 
Sullivan’s imperfections as an 
emcee have long been decried, 
and he has flourished while his 
detractors faded. 
None 
could 
deny his powers as a showman, 
as he demonstrated with his 
Rolling Stones coup. 
At a rehearsal in CBS's Tele­ 
vision City, Sullivan gave no in­ 
dication that he admired or un­ 
derstood the Stones’ thing. But 
in his dressing room afterward 
he demonstrated his knowledge 
of the Britishers’ draw. 
“ These boys are hot, especial­ 
ly with the younger crowd,” he 
explained. “ They’re on a con­ 
cert tour, so I decided to come 
here and tape them. They cost a 
lot of money, but they’re worth 
it. 
“ An attraction like the Rolling 


Stones will bring us viewers 
that don’t ordinarily tune the 
show in. Tile repercussions drift 
over the next few weeks; those 
who tuned in may decide that 
the show is pretty good, and 
they’ll come back. Another act 
who gave us the same kind of 
reaction 
was 
Elvis 
Presley, 
back in the days when he was 
first starting out.” 
Television historians will re­ 
call that Presley was a cause 
celebre on the Sullivan show.

Bank Board reported the bad 
news for homebuvers and the 
construction industry Thursday. 
There was a wide range in 
rates charged across the coun­ 
try with the highest average of 
9.13 per cent in Seattle, Wash. 
This was a jump of about 1% 
per cent over a year earlier. 
The San 
Francisco-Oakland, 
Calif., area also had a high rate 
of 8.97 per cent. 
On the other end of the scale, 
Philadelphia, Pa., had an aver­ 
age effective rate of 7.07 per 
cent. 
The board’s report shows life 
insurance companies 
charged 
an average 8.48 per cent and 
mortgage companies were right 
behind at 8.45 per cent on their 
new home loans. 
Preston Martin, chairman of

funds at a time when housing is 
in strong demand accounted for 
the continued rise in October. 
One of the problems, the re­ 
port said, is that investors were 
taking their money out of sav­ 
ings and loan institutions which 
provide mortgages and putting 
their funds where they can earn 
a higher interest.
